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The Colporteur’s Mission 


HERE is no class of men whose work 

I value more than the colporteurs’. 
If I were not a preacher I would be a 
colporteur. Indeed, if I have been of 
any use at all to my generation, it has 
been more as a kind of colporteur than 
as a preacher. And such is the great 
need and such is the great opportunity 
in that direction in our day, that there 
will always be abundant room for both 
the clerical and the lay colporteur, both 
working into one another’s hands.

‘| Bags General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church to be held in Synod Hall of the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine, in New York, begins October 8th and continues through 
a large part of the month. Such anassemblage of Bishops and other clergy and of the lay 
representatives of this great communion is of interest to all Christian people, including the 
constituency of the American Bible Society, many of whom are Episcopalians. Some of 
them have held high places on the roster of the Society’s benefactors and among its man- 
agers. The Treasurer of the Society, Mr. William Foulke, is well known as the Treasurer and 
Junior Warden of St. George’s parish. 

The Society has in recent years come into the use of a large legacy which it received as 
residuary legatee of Bishop Manton Eastburn, formerly of the Diocese of Massachusetts. 
The General Convention of 1910 passed appropriate resolutions concerning the work of 
the Society, the House of Bishops and the House of Deputies acting separately. The Bible 
Society is a missionary society in the strictest sense of the word. Its operations are recog- 
nized by other Mission Boards as indispensable to the general missionary welfare.

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On behalf of the Managers of the Society we extend to the delegates to the General 
Convention the courtesies of the Bible House (Astor Place). They will be welcome at any 
time. This now historic building was once a natural center for Christian people of many 
communions. The uptown movement and other causes have changed this in a measure, but 
there are still not a few visitors to New York who like to see the process of manufacturing 
Bibles carried on. Two million books were made in the Bible House last year. 

The Managers’ room is a quiet nook in the very midst of the business of a great city, 
and its historic portraits and other souvenirs are not without their charm. 


THE cover picture for this month, reproduced from a painting in the Managers’ Room 
at the Bible House, is a historical souvenir of the early days of the Society. The Hon- 
orable John Jay was the first elected Vice-President of the Society (1816) and became - 
its second President, succeeding Elias Boudinot (1821-27). Mr. Jay was a statesman and 
jurist of the highest rank, and the list of his public honors is too long for full record here. 
He was a delegate to Congress in 1774-77, and again in 1778-79, and was the author of the 
Constitution of the State of New York and twice its Governor. He held many high diplo- 
matic posts—was Secretary of State 1781-89 and the first Chief Justice of the Supreme 


Court of the United States. 


A member of the Protestant: Episcopal Church, he and his family were active in the 


founding of St. Matthew’s Church in Bedford, Westchester County, N. Y.

Both his son, Judge William Jay, and his 


grandson, John Jay, were officers of the American Bible Society and honored members of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. Dr. William Jay Schieffelin, a great-great-grandson of Chief 
Justice Jay, is now a member of the Board of Managers. 

Chief Justice Jay’s letter accepting his election as Vice-President of the American Bible 


Society has recently been found in our archives. 


It breathes the spirit of the early founders 


of the Society, like a fine perfume lingering in some oldroom. May that spirit never be absent! 
More than ever such men are needed to take up the burdens and opportunities of to-day. 


The Revision of the Latin Vulgate 


HE presence in this country of Abbot 
Dom Gasquet, head of the Order of Eng- 
lish Benedictines, to whom Pope Pius X has 
intrusted the task of revising the text of the 
Latin Vulgate, naturally attracts the widest 
attention. The Latin Bible is one of the land- 
marks of Christendom. It was the Bible of 
Europe for a thousand years, and although 
the effort to recover its purity of text is inau- 
gurated and carried on by Roman Catholic 
scholars alone, all scholars must desire its 
success and all Christians may well pray 
for it: 
The newspaper interview with Abbot Dom 
Gasquet reports him as saying ‘‘that he and 
‘his colleagues hope to give to the world in 
time the most accurate copy of the Latin Bible 
since the fourth century.’’ Before that time it 
is generally agreed that there existed a Latin 
version (or versions) made from the Greek, 
probably in Africa, though not certainly ; but 
about the beginning of the fourth century St. 
Jerome, at the request of Pope Damasas, 
(Eusebius Hieronymus) undertook the ver- 
sion which gradually became the classical and 
accepted Latin version. The traditional ac- 


counts of his laying aside other work to re- 


side in Bethlehem add a charm to the history 
of the book. 

The Historical Catalogue of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society occupies nearly one 
hundred large octavo pages with the brief 
entries of more than two hundred editions of 
the Vulgate, and its compilers havegiven an ad- 
mirable statement in brief of the details relat- 
ing to the appearance and use of the version. 

The Four Gospels appeared A. D. 383, and 
were gradually followed by the rest of 
the New Testament, and later by the Old 
Testament, the last of which did not appear 
for twenty years. Although it has come to be 
so highly regarded, at the beginning it had to. 
fight for its very life. St. Jerome was at- 
tacked with tremendous vehemence, and de- 
fended himself, as he was well able to do, 
with like vigor. St. Augustine’s approval at 
least of the Gospels gave it popularity, but 
Christian people then as now, and especially 
in Africa, clung to the old Latin version just 
as in our day we cling to the Authorized Ver- 
sion, though doubtless we have much better 
reason. When it finally gained general ac- 
ceptance the process of corrupting the text 
began, and the errors of copyists more and

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more abounded. From the sixth century on- 
ward there have been various attempts to re- 
cover a purer text, the most notable perhaps 
being that of Alcuin under Charlemagne. 
Abbot Gasquet, therefore, and his many col- 
laborators are but doing for our age what 
worthy predecessors have done before. May 
God guide them to a true success! 

Recent scholars, notably Harnack, had 
made it clear that the Scriptures were much 
more widely used by the common people in 
the early church than has been supposed. St. 
Jerome certainly put his Bible into Latin be- 
cause the Latin was the common speech of 
Western Christendom, and the common people 
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needed to hear in their own tongue the wonder- 
ful works of God. Hence the name “ Vulgate.”’ 

The Bible Society movement has built upon 
this foundation and is following in the foot- 
steps of Father Jerome in seeking to put it 
into all languages for all mankind. While, 
therefore, we wish Abbot Gasquet and his 
guild of scholars abundant success, it should 
be ours to push forward more vigorously to- 
ward the goal of vernacular Bibles, “‘ Vul- 
gates,’’ for every tribe and tongue. At the 
present moment in China, in Spain, and else- 


where companies of scholars are toiling over | 


the perfecting of Bible translation. We need 


not one but many St. Jeromes. 


Congregational National Council 


HE Congregational National Council is 

to meet this month at Kansas City, Mo., 
beginning October 22d and continuing until 
the 31st. 

This meeting of the Council promises to be 
of unusual interest and importance. A com- 
mission, created in 1910 by the last National 
Council, will report recommendations con- 
cerning the relations of the various Congre- 
gational benevolent societies to the denomi- 
nation, together with some other questions of 
polity and administration. 

The American Bible Society has always 
been in close co-operation with the Congre- 
gational churches, missionary societies, and 
missionaries. From its very organization, in 
which many leading Congregational divines 
participated, it has prized the counsels of 
Congregational ministers and laymen of 
weight in its Board of Managers and its 
standing committees. Much of the most 
important work of our Society has been 
done in Congregational home mission fields 
and in the fields of the American Board 
abroad. 

In the various languages of the Micronesian 
Islands the Scriptures supplied by our Society 
were translated by missionaries of the Ameri- 
can Board. The Rev. Dr. Hiram Bingham, 
who ended his long, fruitful life in 1908, su- 
pervised no less than eight editions of the 
Gilbert Islands Scriptures, printed by our So- 
ciety in New York. The Zulu version of the 

_ Bible, of which many thousand volumes have 
been printed at the Bible House for the 
American Board’s mission in South Africa, is 
another very important work of missionaries 
of the American Board in happy fellowship 
with our Society. The Arabic version of the 
Bible was translated by Eli Smith and Corne- 
lius Van Dyke, missionaries of the American 


Board, and when completed in 1864 was put 
in type, electrotyped, and printed in adequate 
variety of forms at the expense of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society. Soin the Armenian ver- 
sion, the Turkish version, the Bulgarian ver- 
sion, and the Japanese version. The same 
co-operation and fellowship has wrought out 
the many forms of the Bible used in the 
American Board’s China missions and has 


been crowned by a rich blessing for the Chi-. 


nese Empire.

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About Our Finances 


Appropriations and Estimates of the American Bible Society for the Year 1913-14 


T is highly important that the widest pub- 

licity should be given to the financial plans 
and needs of the Society. ‘This, is due the 
Christian people-whod-have shown sucha gen- 
erous interest in its important undertakings 
in the United States and throughout the 
world. 

The Society’s fiscal year closed March 31, 
1913, with all the expenses connected with 
its operations paid, save such appropriations 
as continue in the far-off fields until the 30th 
of June, 1913. The year was relatively a good 
year, though, of course, there were none of 
the notable receipts of the immediately pre- 
ceding years. The total income from auxil- 
iaries was $17,342.99, a slight advance over 
the preceding year; from church collections, 
$66,640.35, being a slight increase over the 
preceding year; from individuals, $35,682.07, 
this also being an increase. of more than 
$10,000 over the preceding year. The receipts 
from legacies amount to $100,674.82, being 
very much less than the’ amount of the pre- 
ceding year. In addition to the above, there 
was received as interest from. permanent

Having faiththerefore, in the American 
churches and the American people, the Board 
of Managers has.» made the following appro- 


priations for the new year, which, in order. 


that there may be uniformity, has been so 
changed that in all of the Agencies, both at 
home and abroad, it will be from July 1, 1913, 
to June 30, 1914... - : 

The Society has nine great Home Agencies 
covering almost the entire United States, and 
twelve important Foreign Agencies touch- 
ing most of the missionary fields of the 
world. 

These appropriations include in every in- 
stance the Agent’s salary, the expenses of the 
printing and publication of the Scriptures, 
where they are manufactured on the field, the 
freights connected with their distribution to 
colporteurs, the expenses and salaries of col- 
porteurs, going from city to city, from vil- 
lage to village, and house to house, the cost 
of rents for depots at headquarters and at sub- 


agencies in different parts of the field, and all’ 


of the varied operations connected with this 
missionary circulation of the Bible. 

In some instances they include also the cost 
‘of translation work being carried forward in 
these fields. In other cases this cost of trans- 
lation work is covered under a special esti- 
mate, as will be observed.

$390,000. The balance of this budget, that 
is to say, $423,400, must by provided by con- 
tributions of churches, individuals, Auxiliary 
Bible Societies, or by unrestricted legacies. 
The income from legacies is most uncertain, 


and it is the policy of the Society to “at- 
tempt to equalize this by only using a por- 


tion of the legacies in any year when they 
are in excess of the ordinary.

The average 
receipts from legacies for a period of ten 
years is $150,000, though:in some years it 
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cannot be depended on for more than $15,000. 
The gifts from individals should be increased 
to $40,000 atleast. ‘This leaves a balance of 
$268,400, to come from the offerings of the 
churches. Last year we received $66,640. We 
are asking for $500,000 from the churches of 
this country, for this work, to be stable, should 
rest on current gifts from the living and not 
on legacies. ‘The work should not only be 
maintained at the level which it- has now 
reached, but greatly increased. 


New Needs 


Where the Society has appropriated for the 
coming year $138,600 for the home field, it 
could wisely expend immediately in the home 
land alone $200,000. Where it appropriated 
$69,800 for China, it could immediately wise- 
ly expend $100,000. Its appropriations for 
the extensive work on the eastern end of the 
Mediterranean in the Levant could well be 
raised to $100,000. The appropriations for 
the La Plata should immediately be increased 
from $35,300 to $75,000. Two agencies should 
be established in those nine republics where 
now there is but one, and enlarged work should 
be developed in Venezuela and Colombia. 
What is true in these Agencies is truein almost 
all of the foreign fields of the Society. The 
appropriations for the Foreign Agencies here 
given amount to $317,800. This should im- 
mediately be brought up to.4 total of $500,000. 
This can only be done when the American 
churches awake to their responsibilities toward 
this fundamental work. very church should 
have the American Bible Society on its annual 
budget.

sylvania, Delaware, and New Jersey. Here 
twenty-three colporteurs have been at work. 
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Thirteen of these are Americans, six Ital- 
ians, one a Swede, one a Pole, one a Bul- 
garian, and one was a Hindu. It costs some- 
thing to be a colporteur. One of the men 
quaintly wrote: “‘If you went out among 
these people for even half a day you would 
see what it is to be insulted, maltreated, and 
jumped at. This is not very sweet even to 
a Christian. Nor is it easy to overcome 
such treatment with love.’’ This is not the 
place to particularize respecting individuals, 
but the colporteurs in general have proved 
themselves “fit to go out for 
war and battle.’’ For instance, 
Carmine d’Ippolyto, an Italian, 
is daunted by no baleful hostile 
influence; he is immune to ridi- 
cule. He says he is not fright- 
ened “‘by the helly power’’ of 
his fanatic countrymen. “‘ For 
the work is the Lord’s and 
mine.’”’ Frank Carr is one of 
whose consecration no one 
doubts. For thirty years he 
was a criminal, spending much 
of his time in prison. But for 
the past twenty-two years he 
has been a useful citizen devot- 
ing his time to missionary ef- 
forts. He knows in himself 
what the Bible can-do, and he is 
most successful in dealing with 
those of the underworld. Some 
men are in themselves miracles. 
Israel Moses Joy is a talented, 
forceful man from Madras, In- 
dia, who is studying in this 
country in order to take the gos- 
pel to his fellow-countrymen. 
At one place he was repelled by 
a Roman Catholic family when 
he offered the Bible. But he 
asked if he might not read from 
the Book which they had re- 
fused, so that they might judge - 
for themselves of its: merits. 
The result was that several 
members of the family bought 
copies. Mr. John Gay can speak 
eight of the dialects of central 
Europe and read eleven. So he carries the 
Scriptures to the hundreds of thousands of 
immigrants who have settled about Pittsburg, 
reading to them in their own tongue and ex- 
plaining the message of peace and love. In 
Greensburg none of the Christian workers 
could converse with a certain foreigner lying 
under sentence of death, whose dialect of the 
Appenines is rarely heard in this land. Mr. 


Gay was sent for, and he was able to talk with 
the poor fellow. 
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Going further west to the region of our 
Central Agency, with headquarters in Cin- 
cinnati, O., we find the immigrant still in evi- 
dence. 


Immigrants have in general been ap- 
proachable, many of them welcoming a 
Bible or Testament. The pastor of a subur- 
ban church who took an interest in the for- 
eigners in a mill some two miles from his 
church, writes: ‘“‘ Going into a crowded shack 
I found some of the men playing cards;

others of another nationality were discuss- 
ing the Balkan war, and one man, a Slav, 
was lying on the floor apart, seemingly a 
Stranger to all. I handed him a Testament 
in his own language. He seized it eagerly, 
and during the hour that I spent in the shack 
he never looked up, but read as one who de- 
vours a book in sheer joy of possession.”’ 
That lonely man was a type of the hungry 
ones with empty hearts whose need the colpor- 
teur earnestly tries to fill. va. 
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A colporteur was waited on by a committee 
of booksellers. They demanded that he make 
the prices of his Bibles correspond with the 
booksellers’ scale. On his refusal they told 
him that he would not be allowed to sell in 
any city of Tennessee without paying a license 
fee. Then the colporteur was summoned to 
appear before the authorities. But after in- 
vestigation the authorities commended the 
colporteur’s work and assured him of liberty 
to sell his Bibles anywhere. 


Still further in the Northwestern Agency, 
with headquarters in Chicago: 


Colporteur Kowalik, who works among the 
Poles and Bohemians in Chicago, tells of a 
young woman whom he asked to buy a Bible. 
““We have a Bible,”’ she answered, ‘‘ which I 
received from my mother, and we treasure it 
more than if it were a thousand dollars.”’ 

Colporteur Knott in Indiana called at a 
house where was a mother and four children. 
There was no Bible in the house. The hus- 
band had often promised to get one, but he was 

‘out of work. She looked wistfully at a twen- 

ty-five-cent Bible and admitted that she had 
just that amount of money. There was a 
struggle with her longings which showed it- 
self in her face. Then she decided to buy, 
literally giving her last penny for the Word 
of God. Mr. Knott took her money and she 
took the book. After the self-renunciation 
was completed by the departure of the colpor- 
teur, the poor woman saw him coming back 
again. This time Mr. Knott gave her back 
her quarter, and told her that the Bible was 
a present from the American Bible Society. 
The multitude that has such love for the Bible 
is the hope of our country. 

There are repeated instances where a mis- 
sion or a church traces its origin to the 
blessing of God upon the Scriptures scat- 
tered by a colporteur of the American 
Bible Society. To name only two such cases 
out of many: One of these churches is 
St. Peter’s Polish Methodist Church in Mil- 
waukee. The pastor, the Rev. Mr. Rosensky, 
formerly a colporteur of the Northwestern 
Agency, writes: “‘ This church is the child of 
the American Bible Society, and as the child 
remembers its mother, so this church began 
this year to contribute to that Society, and 

- will continue to do so as long as the ‘ mother’ 
lives.”’ Another similar case is that of the 
Presbyterian mission at Gary, Ind. In 1908 
-colporteurs of the Agency found responsive 
souls among the heterogeneous multitude of 
laborers in the Steel City. In the next year 


another colporteur of the American Bible So- 


_ ciety, Mr. Baligrodsky, a converted Roman 
- Catholic priest, was sent to Gary, and his la- 
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bors were so fruitful that in 1910 the Presby- 
terian Home Mission Committee of the Synod 
of Indiana arranged to have him stay at Gary, 
it paying one half of his salary. The little 
mission thus established has now grown to 
such proportions as to require a permanent 
pastor, and the Presbyterian Church has taken 
over the whole work, with Rev. V. P. Backora 
as pastor. There are seventeen nationalities 
in the Sunday school of this mission: 


From the Western Agency, with headquar- 
ters at Denver, comes the following: 


Rev. John Mordy, a Bible worker in New 
Mexico, was continually asked, “Is that a 
Protestant Bible?’’ The priest had told the 
people they must not read the Protestant 
Bible. The Catholic Bible they might read. 
Mr. Mordy determined to find out how many 
Catholic Bibles were in that town of 400 in- 
habitants. After diligent search one Catholic 
Bible was found, which had lost its cover and 
part of Genesis and Revelation. That old 
Roman Catholic Bible, with two or three Prot- 
estant Bibles left on a former visit and a few 
Gospels distributed gratis, is all the light 
which that town possesses. The priest could 
afford to tell the people that they might read 
the Catholic Bible when he knew that one 
is not to be had in all the bookstores in the 
state. 

There is a ferment however. among the im- 
migrants in other states, if not in New Mex- 
ico, which makes some unwilling to accept the 
priest’s word as final. A Croatian asked to 
buy a Bible, said he could not; the priests are 
against it. Upon this the boarding house 
“boss”? bought a Bible without being asked. 
He said, ‘‘If the priests are against any-book, 
that is the book for me.”’ If the evangelical 
church is to influence the lives of immigrants 
who are thus drifting, it must be a Bible-hon- 


_-oring, Bible-studying, Bible-teaching church. 


Mr. C. W. Bowie, who has traveled with 
his wife in a Bible wagon in Utah, says of the 
Mormons, ‘‘We have met some very clever 
people among the Mormons, but so dark in 
religious matters. Some say that the Bible 
is all right, so far as it is rightly translated, 
but they think the Book of Mormon is far 
ahead of the Bible. Most of the Mormons 
ask, the first thing, what denomination we 
represent. We teli them we represent no de- 
nomination; we have the Bible, the Word of 
God. They have peculiar ideas about the 
Bible. Some say it is a Presbyterian Bible or 
a Baptist Bible. One woman said she had a 
Masonic Bible, another a Christian Science 
Bible, and so on.’’ Mr. Thomas Hodge, a 
colporteur working in the Gila Valley in Utah, 
tells of a young Mormon who said he could 
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write a better book than the Bible himself. 
He did not appear competent to write any- 
thing. Mr. Hodge mentions that his tent has 
been stoned several times. One Sunday a 
drunken Mormon came into the tent to argue 
about religion. ‘‘ He left soon, and in about 
an hour came back and gave me a good cuss- 
ing, calling me a fraud.”’ Two young Mor- 
mons came to the tent at midnight and wanted 
to argue. Mr. Hodge declined the contest, 
saying that he was going tobed. A wise way 
of dealing with such people is to avoid dis- 
cussions, but tell them to read God’s Word 
prayerfully and the Holy Spirit will lead them 
into all truth. 

And oncemore, inthe Southwestern Agency, 
with headquarters in Dallas, Texas, the story 
continues as follows: 


In Texas one colporteur met an old Bohe- 
mian. He was without the Bible and had 
taught all his children that there is no God. 
Moreover he had suffered in his children the 
evil results of such teaching. When he heard 
the colporteur tell of the Bible, he said to 
him, with deep feeling: ‘‘Oh, my son, go to 
all the world and tell all men that we have a 
living God who rewards right and punishes 
sin. I wish that all men might read this 
book of God!’’ In contrast to this glad ac- 
ceptance of the Bible was an example of the 
bitter fruit of life without it. In Texas Col- 
porteur Bartak met two Bohemian farmers 
who said: “‘The Bible points to heaven. It 
is far off. We prefer to go to hell, which is 
nearer.”’ 

Many nationalities were served besides 
the Americans—Germans, Italians, French, 
Mexican, Welsh, Jew-Yiddish and Hebrew- 
Bohemian, Russian, Croatians, Slovaks, Hun- 
garians, Slavonians, Poles, Lithuanians, 
Greeks, Roumanians, Arabs, and Indians. I 
have labored and provided the Holy Scrip- 
tures in twenty languages. I have also 
had some very interesting and exciting ex- 
periences with many religious cults and 
sects. I have worshiped and preached in the 
Episcopalian, Lutheran, Presbyterian, Meth- 
odist, Congregational, Christian, United Breth- 
ren, the Holiness, the Nazarene, German 
Evangelical, Free Methodist, and Baptist 
churches. 

One dear elderly Catholic woman bought a 
Bible and paid me-a part of the price. Com- 
ing the second time she returned me the 
Bible, saying, “I find nothing about the 


Blessed Virgin, so this is not a Catholic — 


Bible.” I took the book, opened it, and read 
to her the second chapter according to Luke. 
She was amazed, took the book back, and paid 
the price with a broad smile. 
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I have finished the month of July in Ar- 
kansas, another month of experience in Bible 
work, and rejoice at the results. It was a 
burning month. People everywhere were 
indisposed and apathetic in their attitude 
toward an intruder, but some yielded to per- 
suasion, and not less than 370 volumes of 
the Scriptures were sold or given awayin July 
to people of seven languages and nine nation- 
alities. I visited the mining camps of Bonan- 
za, Huntington, and Hartford, and met with 
success at each place. . . . I made in all 623 


visits, found 211 families without Bibles, and ~ 


provided 222 with Scriptures. My best work 
was done at Hartford, where I spent three 
weeks. I left there over two hundred vol- 
umes of Scripture, and turned some of the men 
from evil ways. Two Italians, one German, 
and one Lithuanian Socialist foresook the part 
of error and took to the Bible. Also several 
Americans, infidel in spirit, gave way to the 
Gospel. 

One day, July 15th, I made a remarkable 
record, beginning at 7.30 a. m. and ending at 
8.30 p.m., changing my underwear three 
times. The heat was 101 above fortwo hours 
in the afternoon. I visited that day eighty 
families of five nationalities and provided 
thirty families with the Holy Book. I came 
home almost voiceless, my neck badly 
scorched, but such success healed all my 
wounds. 

A Scotch miner was found sitting in the 
afternoon breeze on the porch of his hillside 


home. We soon engaged in a warm conver- 
sation. He laughed at me when I offered him 
a Bible. I have no use for that book,’’ he 


said; “I am a Socialist.’ I told him that I 
was a Socialist for twenty years, and a lec- 
turer, writer, and journalist before my con- 
version, and did believe in Socialism until I 
was found in Christ Jesus. I proved to him 
my knowledge of the theory and convinced 
him that Socialism is not, in any particle, 
Christianity, but a clever counterfeit of the 
devil. The man to my great joy yielded to 
my argument and bought a Bible. Just then 
his wife returned home, and he said joyfully, 
“Here, Maggie, I have bought a Bible for 
you.’’ She blushed and became uneasy; then 
she went inside and returned with a similar 
Bible in her hand. She had bought it from 
me in her friend’s house, hiding it from her 
husband for fear he would not tolerate it. Of 
course I took back one of the books and left 
the couple in a happy mood. 

A full-blooded Choctaw, the Rev. A.S. Wil- 
liams, has been chosen by the Agency for 
Bible work in Oklahoma among the Indian 
population. He has already begun what 
promises to be an effort of great usefulness. | 
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And finally, on the Pacific Coast we take the 
following typical instance of what might be 
drawn out almost indefinitely. The Rev. John 
Telfer writes: 


We spent nearly two months in Imperial 
Valley, one of the largest and most pop- 
ulous valleys, frequently making as many as 
fifty calls a day from house to house, carrying a 
heavy grip fullof Bibles. We met many peo- 
ple from all over the world who had recently 
come into the valley. Some of them had no 
Bibles. Others had left theirs in their homes 
back east or down south. The people were 
very responsive to our work and the pastors 
of all churches co-operated heartily. 

Some of the pastors accompanied us in 
our house-to-house visitation. Among the 
people in the country one pastor furnished a 
team and spent a week with us in our Bible 
campaign. This meant hard work for both 
of us. One day I opened and shut sixteen 
heavy farm gates. Some of these large gates 
did not swing readily on their hinges, but had 
to be lifted almost bodily before they could 
be opened. 

We crossed high mountain ranges and trav- 
ersed valleys from forty to eighty-five miles in 
length. We traveled on foot, in buggy, stage, 
auto, and on railways. In traveling we did 
not always follow the line of least resistance, 
but the least expensive if possible. This 
campaign covered a period of four months. 
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Our German colporteur, the Rev. A. F. 
Brauns, has this past year celebrated his thir- 
tieth year of Christian life and the thirtieth 
year of joyous, successful colportage work. 
During the year he has traveled 5,845 miles. 
visited 77 towns and 4,681 families in Oregon, 
Washington, and California, selling and dis- 
tributing $1,041.14 worth of Scriptures in four- 
teen languages. Mr. Brauns has been espe- 
cially interested in prisons. This year he sup- 
plied thirteen more jails with Scriptures. In 
his jail work he has had the generous co- 
operation of the German churches. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ole Johnson, with their auto- 
mobile, have again a year’s good report of 
their work. During the early months they 
were engaged in Bible distribution in the 
counties just north of San Francisco Bay. 
From May they worked among the immi- 
grants from northern Europe in the North- 
west, with Tacoma, Seattle, and Everett as 
their headquarters. They traveled 4,310 miles: 
and sold and distributed 5,908 volumes in 
eight different languages. In one month 
alone in Seattle, in the Scandinavian com- 
munity, they sold and distributed over three 
hundred dollars’ worth of Scriptures in six 
different tongues. They carried on their 
machine a complete camping outfit, a stere- 
opticon with slides, showing the Bible So- 
ciety’s work around the world, and from six 
hundred to one thousand pounds of Scrip- 


tures. 


AND MRS. OLE JOHNSON AND THEIR AUTO 
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Colportage Abroad 


Colportage goes on in Mexico in spite of 
war and bloodshed, as the following from our 
Agent shows: 


I find many interesting letters here from 
the men, and will copy a few lines from 
one written May 29th by Trinidad Armen- 
dariz, one of our oldest and most faith- 
ful men: 

‘On the 17th of May, at twelve o’clock, 
Montemorelos was attacked by some three 
hundred rebels, the combat lasting five hours, 
resulting with forty dead and still more 
wounded. Sunday, the 18th, one hundred 
and fifty Federals arrived to retake the plaza. 
The battle began at five in the morning, last- 
ing three hours, and more than twenty were 
killed. 

“About seven o’clock five soldiers with 
two prisoners arrived at the house and asked 
for water. Having taken it they told me 
they were going to shoot the prisoners. I 
reasoned with them, talking to them of God 
and his commandments, and also of military 
ordinances, till I finally persuaded them not 
to shed that blood. The next day the two 
prisoners, having been liberated, came by 
and with tears in their eyes thanked me for 
their deliverance. ‘Thank God for this mani- 
festation of his mercy. Thank God too that 
we have suffered no evil, though we have had 
many fears. We have prayed much, and God, 
by his grace, has protected us.”’ 

Colporteur Villanueva is still in Guaymas. 
I received a letter from him yesterday, and 
he says conditions are very bad there and 
there is no way of getting farther north, as 
the revolutionists are holding all that part of 
the country. 

Saulo Medel escaped from Cuautla on a mili- 
tary train, and is nowunable to return to his 
family. A colonel there has threatened to have 
him shot, and I am trying to have his family 
come away, but so far we have been unable 
to arrange it. There seems to be some hope 
now of the pacification of that part of the 
country, so possibly trains will again be run- 
ning before very long. 


The Rev. A. H. Sutherland writes of a col- 
portage tour in Lower California: 


Many of the Scriptures were injured by 
being submerged in the Gulf of California 
yesterday for some time while I was swim- 
ming ashore, and so injured that I gave them 
away to the people in the ranch on shore, 
ane to the seamen when I got back to the 
ship. 


It’s a long story to relate and so I’ll not 
relate it, but it was a deliberate attempt on 
my life by an ex-priest. As we were going 
ashore in a skiff he deliberately turned the 
skiff over and threw us all out in the deep 
water. He had quietly taken the precaution 
almost to divest himself of clothing and plac- 
ing himself in the prow of the boat nearest 
the shore, so as to make an unobstructed exit 
for himself. As I carried a ‘“‘morral”’ of - 
books on one arm and a Bible in my hand 
that was too big to put in the bag with the 
other books, he evidently thought I would go 
under. But he did not know I could swim 
like a duck, and so was ashore about as soon 
as he was. 

My work here has been truly blessed of 
God, as I see it, not merely in the number of 
Scriptures put out in the community, but also 
in the many interesting incidents and facts 
connected with the work. At a large esti- 
mate I’d say there were 600 people here, but 
they say the census gave them 800. Even at 
that estimate I have located among them at 
the rate of more than one copy of the Scrip- 
tures for every ten souls here, counting great 
and small. An unusual percentage of these 
is the Bible. My sales are nearly 90, and I 
want to make it that and more before leaving 
next Monday or Tuesday. I have arranged to 
go over to Carmen Island to-morrow, where 
the salt works employ nearly a hundred men, 
to sell the Scriptures. Have also arranged 
to leave here for the interior next Monday or 
Tuesday. Going to Comandti, La Purisima, 
and on to Mulegé overland with mozo and 
hired mules. This trip will take ten days or 
two weeks. 

I left La Paz last Wednesday, the 28th, and 
reached here the 30th at five p.m. Next day 


“was last day of month and I took it to make 


out my monthly report, and did not go out to 
sell till this morning. In about three hours I 
had disposed of 28 copies of the Word at cash 
returns of $8.65. Most of them were sold, 
though I gave away one and sold another at — 
one-half price. So the people have the books 
bought with their own money, and where they — 
can afford to pay it is much better that they 3 
should. What is more, the full value of the 
books goes back to New York to bring out 
just that value of more books to carry on the 
good work. fh 

My work Saturday was very discouraging 
indeed. Could sell but eleven Centennial — 
Gospels and one Testament. Pay-day still 
off one week, and everybody saying, ‘‘ There 
is no money. until pay-day.’’ Friday it had 
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been fine. Saturday was almost a complete 
calm, and my sails flapped idly and the burn- 
ing sun streamed down like fire. I thought 
of many expedients as to what to do till pay- 
day. Once I went so far as to try to find 
mules to take me twenty leagues away to San 
Ignacio, an interior town of 1,500 or 2,000 in- 
habitants, but I could get no conveyance. 
Besides my judgment was against it, for I 
could not possibly go and return under four 
days, and I’d need four or five days there, so 
I’d get back here so long after pay-day that 
the people would have spent their money, im- 
provident as they are. Then I said, No, I’ll 
stick it out right here and simply do the best 
I can till pay-day. And so I-did. God was 
with me in a remarkable manner. I lacked 
nine of being in the 400 column, and I not 
only got, as you see, those nine, but thirty 
more; and that at a cash value of $13.45, be- 
ing 49 cents more than the price-list values. 
In four and one-half days here my sales are 
134. To-day we are looking for the steamer 
that went on urgency call to Guaymas. 


The Canal Zone becomes every month 
more significant in world affairs, and in 
Bible affairs not less so. The water has been 
let into the Canal, and the Water of Life 
must flow in its appointed channel. 

The Rev. J. A. Dunkum has the responsi- 
bility for distribution in the absence of Mr. 
Hayter, who has charge of Central America 
as awhole. He has kept the mails and the 
wire busy this summer in demands for more 
Bibles. Shipments amounting to 5,543 vol-

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umes, valued at $1,099 have been sent since 
June Ist. The larger amount of these are 
English Bibles, for which there was a great 
demand, particularly among Jamaican ne- 
groes employed on the Canal, many of whom 
were discriminating Bible readers, judging 
from their expressions of preference for the 
Style of the book; but Spanish, Chinese, 
French, and other languages are represented. 
The little pictures accompanying give a hint 
of how these books must be handled. 
Mr. Dunkum’s last letter says: 


The reason I cabled was that I had: ex- 
pected the shipment the first of August, and 
having some men on a salary, and without 
any Spanish Bibles for those selling only 
Spanish (for instance, I have a converted 
Catholic priest who can’t speak English at 
all). This would mean a greater expense to 
the Society than a cablegram. Of course I 
have quite a number of English Bibles de- 
posited with missionaries and pastors, who 
are having the members of their churches to 
sell for them. Consequently my English ac- 
tually on hand isn’t very much. 

I am as happy as anyone you ever saw 
in this grand and noble work. I gave my 
‘‘ coolie ’’ waiter at the hotel an English Bible 
the other day, and a few days after that he 
said to me, ‘I have been reading that book 
you gave me and it is a wonderful book.” I 
have donated a few Proverbs to the Zone po- 
lice at Cristobal, and told them that I would 
challenge them to present it as does the 
“‘ Pocket Testament League,’’ and a few days

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ago I was quite a distance from one of them 
and motioned a challenge, and he responded 
with his Proverbs. 


It must be remembered, however, that 
while our work will probably concentrate un- 
usually at the Canal, it must be carried on 
throughout Central America. 

A recent letter from the Rev. G. R. Heath, 
a Moravian minister at Bluefields, Nicaragua, 
assures us of hearty co-operation, such as he 
and his colleagues have given to the British 
and Foreign Bible Society in years past. He 
makes some valuable suggestions, for in- 
stance, that we should as far as possible make 
the cover cockroach-proof. Among the mis- 
sions of the Moravians there are fifteen con- 
gregations of Miskuto (Mosquito) Indians, 
who use the Mosquito Bible or part of a Bible 
published by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. 


From Brazil we hear: 


Our regular colporteurs traveled more than 
7,800 miles, and visited more than 110,000 
persons. We can only, give the merest 
glimpse.of the work of these men., One col- 
porteur, for instance, worked in the coffee 
plantations of the state of Sao Paulo. An- 
other spent the, whole year in the far west of 
the same state, doing excellent work as an 
evangelist in many communities which no 
preacher or missionary has been able to visit. 
A third colporteur. spent a large part of the 
year in the city of Sao Paulo, and another 
visited communities where colporteurs have 
seldom or never gone, in the southern part 
of the state of Minas-Geraes.° Still another 
colporteur, who was once a country farm- 
laborer, made a number of journeys on foot 
among the farm-laborers in the country dis- 
tricts in the state of Rio de Janeiro. Another 
one of these men, himself a convert through 
the labors of Bible Society colporteurs, 
worked for a short time in the city of Rio; he 
was then called to Spain by family affairs, 
and is now reading and teaching the Gospel 
to his relatives in the far interior of Spain. 
In the slums of the city of Rio Janeiro an- 
other colporteur is laboring. 

Another colporteur has worked ating the 


year in Pernambuco, going thence through © 


the adjoining state of Alagoas. Poverty, il- 
literacy, and fanaticism have been obstacles 


which he has had to face daily.’ Another col-. 
porteur spent most of the year in the states 


of Rio Grande do Norte and Parahyba. He 
made long journeys on foot and suffered 
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more hardships and persecutions than any 
other of the men perhaps. 


From Colombia, South America: 


Giving away the Scriptures is certainly 
easier than selling them. You avoid the work 
of selling, you avoid the sneers and insults ; 
you can drop your book through the window 
or on the counter, and walk on; and you may 
in this way avoid the toil of preaching the 
gospel by word of mouth. - The man who 
gives away the Scriptures need not to be 
scanning the map and hunting out obscure 


corners that have never been visited; he need © 


never to rough it, never to visit the highways 
and byways. He can keep right on the prin- 
cipal highways all the time and make himself 
pretty comfortable. Hecan always gzve books 
away; there is no difficulty in doing that. It 
is pretty hard to sell books here, but people 
will always take a thing when they can get it 
for nothing, and I think I might add—whether 
they are able to read or not. I think I could 
safely undertake to give away books in Bar- 
ranquilla, without moving out of the city, 
faster than they could be printed in New York 
or London. 

The mail and the printing-press are valuable 
auxiliaries, but the work of the individual is 
always necessary, and in fact is it not the 
main thing? Are we not often making sub- 
stitutes of what should only be auxiliaries? 
The prophet says, ‘How beautiful upon the 
mountains are the feet of him that bringeth 
good tidings.’’ The tongue of the individual 
is still necessary ; yes, and the feet of the in- 
dividual are still necessary. There are still 
mountains in the way, but we can get over 
them more readily in these days. We can 
travel quicker and more comfortably. I fear 
lest there should be a danger of sometimes 
making postage stamps and the printing-press 
do the work which should be done by the feet 
and tongue of the individual. 


Colportage in Siam is advancing rapidly to 
the north in the Laos country ‘and to the 
regions beyond. This opens a region where 
for years comparatively little has been done 
in extensive Bible circulation. Here are 
some of the latest bulletins from that dis- 
tant field: 


From Chieng Mai and Lakawn (Laos) 1,500 
Scriptures and tracts were distributed at a 
cremation ceremony. The colporteurs re- 


pleasant”’ and that. the 
‘listened well.’ 


“Mr. Callender (Lakawn) is groaning under 
the difficulties of the job, but sticks to it man- 
fully. I love the man for his splendid spirit. 


ae. 
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He says, in part: “‘It is difficult to do the best 
of service with such untrained men. But the 
net results are good, albeit, it is very difficult 
to put in detailed reports their work as indi- 
viduals. I have employed everything insight 
in order to get the Scriptures before the peo- 
ple, and the results are in the main good.”’ 

He finds little demand for Siamese Scrip- 
tures and none for Chinese. He says; ‘‘ The 
Laos language is still ‘it’-for evangelistic 
work, and will be for a long time to come. 
The Chinese say they want someone to ex- 
plain the books in their own tongue. 

“The Lwa people in Minang Fang, a 
northern district of Chieng-rai, are interesting. 
They listened till midnight, and only desisted 
when the evangelists were all used up, and 
this for night after night as long, as we 
stayed. ‘These are a more civilized section 
of the Wild Wa, occupying the northwest cor- 
ner of Shan states along the Salwen River 
and Chinese border. They carry off: many 
Chinese heads every year. They are an illit- 
erate people and I am interested in giving 
them the Bible.’’ 


The Rev. Mr: Elliott writes from Changsha, 
China. The picture which he sends gives a 
glimpse of the struggle now going on: 

The sales of the colporteurs are about 
100 per cent .greater than in the last year. 
The book famine is hard to bear. Orders 
have come in for Scriptures 
when there was none to 
send out. All not immedi- 
ately needed in neighbor- 
ing stations were called 
back, but still there was a 
shortage. We were happy 
in a door-to-door canvass 
in Changsha. Hardly one 
in twenty failed to buy. It 
was a great strain on the 
heart strings to have to 
stop this canvass because 
of the book famine. As I 
look on the empty shelves 
now in the depository, I 
say, ‘O Lord, how long— 
how long shall we be kept 
waiting ?”’ 

The colporteurs in Hu- 
nan have access to a sum- 
mer school for Christian ' 
workers at Nanyoh. Half the day is spent 
in Bible study, and the rest of the day, 

and sometimes the night too, is given to 


work among the thousands of pilgrims to. 
the Sacred Southern Peak (the Nanyoh): 


Thus many Scriptures are placed with the 
pilgrims. . we cheney rubies by 
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And.in Korea, where once women were de- 
spised: ; 


Rev. W. R. Foote, of the Canada Presby- 
terian mission at’ Wonsan, describes further 
Steps in the culture of the villagers as seen in 
the course of Mrs. Kim, one of’our Bible- 
women under his charge. ‘‘ Mrs. Kim read 
to the women, prayed with them, gathered 
them in one of their houses and taught them 
to read, until they became interested in the 
Word of God. In the summer I spent a Sun- 
day with the group, when we received about 
thirty as catechumens. Recently I visited 
them again, baptized several and received 
more catechumens. This is now a very 
promising group. The Bible-woman has been 
very greatly used to help on the work.”’ 


In Japan, here are some Japanese instances: 

It is not seemly for a colporteur to be a 
mere middleman between the Bible depot 
and the Christian missions and other institu- 
tions. Out-of-the-way places, where the peo- 
ple do not know what the Bible is, are the 
objective of our twenty-five regular colpor- 
teurs in the northern half of Japan. The best 
men and women are. needed for such un- 
touched fields. .. : 

Rev. Mr. Topping, of the American Baptist 
Missionary Union, has taken up the care of the 
Bible distribution with all his heart. - In one 
neglected district near. Morioka, where the 
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American Bible Society scheme has been car- 
ried out, several people have been baptized 
as aresult. Others are inquirers and others 
believers who are calling a permanent pastor. 
After this is accomplished the Bible distribu- 
ter will go on to lay the foundations for a 


church in another neglected district. Mr. Top- 
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ping asks, ‘‘ Shall I call these Bible Society 
churches ?”’ 

Mr. and Mrs. J. P. Whitney are often men- 
tioned in reports of the Japan Agency as 
most laborious and enthusiastic distributers 
of the Bible. During the last five years 
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these devoted servants of Christ have sold so 
many Japanese Testaments, each one being 
half an inch thick, that, if laid one upon an- 
other, they would make a column more than 
twice as high as the Woolworth Building in 
New York.

The Philippine Agency 


S stated in our last Annual Report, the re- 
pax sponsibility for the Philippine Agency 
during the year has rested upon the shoulders 
of the Rev. Harry Farmer, President of the 
Biblical Seminary at Manila, Mr. McLaughlin, 
our Agent, being absent on furlough. The 
work for the year ending December 31, 1912, 
is due to the superintendence and labors of 
Mr. Farmer. The circulation was 53,742 vol- 
umes, comprising 2,886 Bibles, 16,186 New 
Testaments, and 34,670 portions. The cir- 
culation was effected largely through cor- 
respondents and colporteurs, only 2,748 vol- 
umes having been sold at the depository. 
There were 35 correspondents employed in 
Bible distribution. At least two hundred Phil- 
ippine preachers were engaged in circulat- 
ing the Scriptures under missionary super- 
vision. 

It may interest our readers to know some of 
the expenses of this work. $7,442.16 were ex- 
pended in the manufacture of Scriptures; 
$2,161.17 were expended in various matters 
connected with translation and revision; 
$886.72 were expended for the purchase of 
Scriptures. Tours in important new sections 
with illustrated lantern pictures, connected 
with and creating an interest in the circulation 
of the Scriptures in those places, called foranex- 
penditure of $769.68. $5.959.61 were expended 
in rent, freights, etc. Mr. Farmer writes: 

“At the present time I am co-operating with 
the Sunday School Union in preparation for 
three large conventions: one in-Manila, one 
in Cebu in the south, and one in Candon in the 
north. These conventions all occur in the 
month of February, when there will be a-num- 
ber of visitors from the United States. 

““Lhave just returned from two trips, one 
made into the province of Ilocos Sur and the 
other into the southern islands. 1 wasin the 
province of Pampanga and in conference with 
the missionary there, who is about to return 
to the United States. We have been furnish- 
ing him with all of his Scriptures, and he has 
been selling them through the preachers. He 
has been very successful in this work by visit- 
ing the different fcestas and using the stere- 
opticon on the plaza at night. I find that the 
colporteurs of the British and Foreign Bible 


Society have been visiting inthis section also, 
and from the sale of the Pampangan Scriptures 
to the agent here in Manila, I imagine they 
have disposed of four or five hundred during 
the past year. I made arrangements to put 
two colporteurs into this territory, partly ona 
salary and partly on commission, these two 
men to be under the supervision of two Metho- 
dist pastors who are dividing the district in 
the absence of the missionary on furlough. I 
have also arranged for one colporteur on the 
same basis to work in the province of Nueva 
Ecija, and for another to go to the province 
of Zambales. 

“I also visited the District Conference at 
Dagupan, and came into touch with about one 
hundred local preachers and exhorters. There 
are in this province five hundred thousand 
people, three-fourths of whom are Ilocanos. 
We furnish the missionaries with all of their 
Ilocano and English Scriptures, while they 
purchase their Pangasinan Scriptures from the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. I am ar- 
ranging also to put a man in this province, 
under the direction of the missionary, who 
will send him into territory not now being 
reached by the regular preachers. This mis- 
sionary, Dr. B. O. Peterson, is one of our best 
agents, and disposes of the largest number of 
Scriptures yearly. Not a month passes but 
there is not a remittance from him on ac- 
count. 

‘““The American Bible Society greatly aided 
in the opening of the work in the distant 
province of Nueva Viscaya, seven days’ jour- 
ney from Dagupan. When I was in charge 
of the Pangasinan work I sent a man to this 
province, and Mr. McLaughlin furnished me 
with three hundred Scriptures, on which 
he paid the expense of transportation over the 
mountains. These Scriptures maintained the 
preacher for six months and gave foundation 
for our work, which now numbers over one 
thousand members. 

‘‘T also visited the United Brethren mission- 
aries in the province of Union, and they will 
accept the offer to employ a colporteur on the 
same basis. They keep a large stock in their 
publishing house in San Fernando, and I ad- 
vertise in their weekly paper, which reaches 
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five thousand people in that and the surround- 
ing provinces.”’ 

Later Mr. Farmer writes: 

** At Candon, Ilocos Sur, I visited the Sunday 
School Convention and met delegates from 
four provinces. As a result we will probably 
put two men to work under the direction of the 
missionaries, as well as inspiring the preach- 
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ers in a great effort to dispose of the Scrip- 
, tures. 

‘*Tn the south I visited the islands of Panay, 
Negros, and Cebu. If there is time before 
the seminary opens, I shall hope to visit the 
islands of Leyte, Bohol, and Mindanao. I 
found the missionaries very much encouraged 


Notes and 


HE Church of England and the British 
and Foreign Bible Society have always 

had a close relation with each other. The 
Church Missionary Society is one of the great 
Mission Boards of the world. It altered the 
day for its annual meeting so it might not fall 
on the same day as the anniversary meeting 
of the Bible Society, and they are now held on 
succeeding days in May. In many other ways 
the Church of England, through its Bishops 
and clergy, as well as by multitudes of its 
people, shows its favor and friendliness to our 
. sister Society. | 


{ Tue Rev. Karl Hansen, sub-agent in charge 
: of the work of the Society in Chili, has been 
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with their work in every place. At Duma- 
guete, the home of the Silliman Institute of 
the Presbyterian Mission, with four hundred 
and fifty students in attendance, I disposed of 
seventy-five English Bibles and Testaments. 
I also sold a large stock of English Scrip- 
tures to the Baptist Publishing House at 
Iloilo. Perhaps six colporteurs will be set 
to work under the direction 
of the missionaries. 

“ During the last six months 
I have employed ten colpor- 
teurs, as you will notice from 
the book report, and these 
men have been selling Bibles 
for the most part under the 
direction of missionaries, but 
in places not visited by the 
regular preachers. While 
they have succeeded in sell- 
ing quite a large number 
of books, these have been of 
the cheaper editions, and the 
income has not been great. 
I think in no instance has 
a colporteur sold enough 
books to pay for the salary 
and traveling expenses. It 
is not the intention to make 
a profit from the work of 
these men, but the idea is a 
distribution of the Word as 
widely as possible. The 
only observation I have to 
make is that the peculiar methods pursued by 
Mr. McLaughlin, taken in connection with the 
work done through the missionaries and their 
preachers, is about the best which could pos- 
sibly be devised for these islands. The con- 
ditions here are different from those of any 
other country I have ever visited.” 


Comments 

assassinated. ‘This sad message was cabled 
from Santiago to the Mission Board of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, since Mr. Han- 
sen was a local preacher of the Methodist 
Church. No details are known except that 
the murderer was a workman. 

The Society’s work in Chili is directed by 
the Rev. F. G. Penzotti, Agent in charge of 
the La Plata Agency, having his headquarters 
at Buenos Ayres. Mr. Hansen became a col- 
porteur of our Society in 1906, working among 
the miners of the salpeter fields of the high- 
lands of Chili. The Agent at that time, the 
Rev. A. Milne, said of Mr. Hansen, “‘ We have 
no one who can sell more books in so shorta 
time as this energetic worker.” In 1909 Mr. 
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Hansen was appointed sub-agent for Chili and 
has won enthusiastic approval of his admira- 
ble work. His death is a serious loss to the 
Society, and in view of his responsible position 
in a field so distant from Buenos Ayres, it 
almost assumes the proportions of a disaster 
to the La Plata Agency. 

It so happens that 121 cases containing over 
twenty thousand Scriptures, valued at $3,500, 
had been shipped to him for distribution in 
Chili. ia. 

THE comparative table of receipts from the 
four principal sources of revenue should be 
carefully studied by considerate friends of the 
Society. Taking the last table as the best indi- 
cation, we can find ground for reasonable en- 
couragement. Gifts from the living have in- 
creased $8,251.76, while those from legacies 
have fallen off $4,436.12; so that the total in- 
crease is $3,815.64. The gifts from auxiliaries 
are only a little less than those of last year, 
while there has beena good increase in church 
collections and gifts from individuals. This 
is as it should be, and we can only hope it 
will continue in large measure.

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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE stated meeting of the Board of Man- 
agers of the American Bible Society in 
its ninety-seventh year was held at-the Bible 
House, Astor Place, Thursday, September 4, 
1913, at 3.30 o’clock p.m. 
President James Wood was in the chair. 
Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. H. A. Stimson, D. D., who read the nine- 
teenth Psalm, after which he offered prayer. 
Among other items of business presented 
were the following: The Board approved the 
arrangement made by the Committee on 
Versions with the British and Foreign Bible 
Society by which the publication of a Gospel 
in Laotian, a dialect nearly resembling that 
of the Laos in’ North Siam; which had been 
begun by the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, was now to be completed under the 
joint auspices of the two Societies, the prop- 
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er imprint being put on the title-page to sig- 
nify this fact. This involves the payment by 
this Society of one half of the cost of the 
version. Two Gospels have been previously 
published by the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. 

The Committee on Versidns also reported 
in favor of proceeding with the printing of 
the Zulu Bible with the type and form with 
which it had been begun, the printing having 
been interrupted to consider the propriety of 
changing these. 


It was reported to the Board that Mr. N. 


R. Harris, of Panama City, Florida, had made 
an additional gift of $1,000 toward the San 
Francisco Bible House debt, with the same 
conditions attached as those attending his 
first gift of the same amount. The Board 
approved the acceptance of this gift by the 
California Bible Society. ~ 

A letter from the Rhode Island Bible So- 
ciety announcing that it would hold its cen- 
tennial anniversary at Providence, R. I., on 
the 28th and 29th of September, and requested 
that the American Bible Society should be 
represented on that occasion. ©The Board 
authorized Secretary Haven to accept the in- 
vitation, and the Secretaries were requested 
to prepare a letter of congratulation. 

Secretary Fox reported further as to his 
conference with the British and Foreign Bible 
Society in London. 

Consignments of Scriptures to Foreign 
Agencies during the month of August were: 
To Central America, 7,290 volumes, valued 


at $1,111.53; to La Plata, 21,514 volumes, . 


valued at $3,576.19; to Mexico, 8,195 volumes, 
valued at $2,185.25; to West Indies, 11,743 
volumes, valued at $1,230.06. Total, 48,742 
volumes, valued at $8,103.03.
